Remarkable Case of Jos. H, 
Schuler Reported at 
Louisville. 



Louisville, Ky., Sept. 3.-Sur- 
geons of this city are deeply inter- 
ested in the remarkable case of 
Joseph H. Schuler, who two days 
attempted suicide by putting 
bullets into his brain, and who 
continues to improve. Schuler to- 
day recognized men. hers of his fam- 
ly, and was able to take liquid nour- 
ishment.

IWacovered By Professor 
.Daniels, Nearly Three 
Months Ago. 



Many persons who have been up 
early in the morning have observed 
with much interest the beautiful 
comet which is seen in the East. 
Tfce comet was discovered on June 
10 by Prof. Zaccheus Daniels, oi 
Princeton University, and has con- 
timied almost steadily to increase in 
brightness and visibility. 

The New York Tribune, in 
recent issue, has the following 
aay about the comet: 

"The Daniels comet rises in the 
cast at 8 o'clock in the morning or 
shortly afterward, and is seen to 
the best advantage a little before the 
earliest indications of dawn— say 
at 4:30. Since it was first discovered 
it has traveled to the eastward, 
Several weeks ago it was in the con- 
stellation of Taurus. Last week 
passed between Procyon (The Little 
Dog Star) and the brightest stars in 
Gemini, Castor and Pollux. Just 
now it is in Cancer, and Sunday, 
Sept. 1 it was near the brightest 
star (Alpha) in that constellation. 
The path it is following would, if 
extended in immigration, run pretty 
close to Regulus. in the handle of 
the sickle-like system of stars in Leo, 
but Leo does not come above the 
horizon now until about two hours 
after the comet. 

"The comet now visible in the 
early morning, though not so 
brilliant as several observed in mod- 
ern times, is said to be the most con- 
spicuous object of its class Been in 
the latitude of this city for a quar- 
ter of a century. If comparatively 
a few persons attempted to rise at 
sn inconvenient hour for the pur- 
pose of ^eing it, there is certainly 
enough in the spectacle presented to 
repay a tittle effort on the part of 
those who urejkept out of bed by 
business or pleasure until nearly 
dawn- indeed, whether the oppor- 
tunity is improved or not, it deserves 
to be."

will improve the soil and restore it 
to its former state of fertility. 

No detailed investigations of the 
possibilities of forest planting in this 
region have yet been made, but it 
probable that a study of this fiei 
will be begun within a short time by 
the Forest Service of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. While the 
forest service is glad to give all the 
assistance possible to prospective 
tree planters, recommendations for 
planting in the South must necessa- 
rily be general at present. 

All who are interested in tree 
planting, however, may obtain valu- 
aole advice by writing the forestry 
for suggestions concerning 
the choice of species and methods. 
Applications for advice should con- 
tain as much detailed information as 
possible concerning the character of 
the soil, drainage, and native species 
of trees, as well as the purpose for 
which planting is to be undertaken, 
whether for the production of fence 
posts or lumber or the prevention of 
soil erosion.
